Councillor resigns over ‘brick wall’ 


FORMER Seaton Mayor Tony Woodman 
has resigned from the town council, saying 
he got a sore head from banging it against 
a brick wall. 

He announced his shock resignation on Thursday, 
June 2nd, claiming some town councillors are “ob¬ 
sessed” with Seaton Jurassic and that the ongoing re¬ 
generation is splitting the town into two parts. 

Mr Woodman was Mayor of Seaton for a year but 
did not seek a second term last month. 

He has now left the town council altogether, and told 
Pulman’s View: “I felt I had no choice but to resign 
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from the town council for various reasons. You can 
only bang your head against a brick wall so many 
times before it starts to hurt. 

“I believe we are seeing what has happened in some 
other towns taking shape here in Seaton. 

“The so-called regeneration is creating an old Seaton 
in the town centre and a new Seaton at the Underfleet. 

“It seems the emphasis is very much on the new 
Seaton and the obsession with Seaton Jurassic of 
some town councillors is plain to see. It’s all they talk 
about. 

Final straw 

“The final straw for me was the resignation of our 
town clerk, Chris Drake, who I feel was left with no 
choice but to move on. 

“The behaviour of certain councillors in recent 
months towards the clerk was bad to say the least and 
was a major reason why I decided not to seek a second 
year as chairman. 

“A few years ago I was verbally attacked in council 
by the then mayor and a current serving councillor for 
questioning why Seaton had had so many town clerks 
in recent years. 

“Yet here we are again needing to find another one. 
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I think this speaks volumes. It seems certain council¬ 
lors think they rule the council and always know bet¬ 
ter than a trained professional, often questioning what 
they are told. 

“I believe we are losing a very good town clerk who 
made some great improvements to the running of the 
council. 

“But Seaton’s loss is clearly someone else’s gain. I 
wish Chris well in his new post. It will be interesting 
to see how long the next clerk lasts.” 

Pulman’s View sought comment from Mr Drake, 
who had not replied at the time of going to press. 

Before becoming mayor, Mr Woodman was op¬ 
posed to the location of the Jurassic Centre, saying it 
would not benefit the town centre. 

After his resignation from the town council, he said: 
“Whether the promised benefits to the town centre 
ever materialise remains to be seen. 

“Seaton Jurassic has been open for many weeks and 
apparently has welcomed thousands of visitors but is

that large visitor number turning into increased busi¬ 
ness for town centre traders? 

“The answer, from some I have spoken to, is quite 
simply ‘no’. 

“The development on the former Grove site might 
help bring people across the road but only time will 
tell.” 

Mr Woodman didn’t name names but accused some 
councillors, past and present, of holding closed talk-

AXMINSTER 
Town to benefit 
from regeneration 
scheme 

AXMINSTER is next in line to reap the regenera¬ 
tion success enjoyed by Seaton and Exmouth, ac¬ 
cording to East Devon Conservatives. 

In a statement headlined “Putting the zing into 
revitalizing Axminster!'' the Conservative Group 
in control of East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
said it is pressing ahead with a Regeneration Pro¬ 
gramme Board (RPB) for Axminster. 

Apart from EDDC members, RPBs include dele¬ 
gates from county and town councils, local groups, 
and representatives from business interests. 

CREWKERNE 


AS predicted in last week’s Pulman’s View, Seaton 
Town Council has been hit by yet another big-name 
resignation. 

Former mayor Tony Woodman threw in the towel 
last week, frustrated by a number of issues, claim¬ 
ing the town is being split into two by the obsession 
with the regeneration initiatives, especially the re¬ 
cently opened Jurassic centre. 

Mr Woodman, labelled by this column as “a rebel 
councillor” before he became mayor, much to his 
amusement, was never a supporter of Seaton 
Jurassic. 

A trader at the time, he maintained the £4 million 
project being sited on The Underfleet would be of 
no benefit to the town centre because visitors 
would not walk into the shopping area. 

He now claims there is proof of this, despite the 
apparent success of the footfall with many thou¬ 
sands having passed through its doors. 

After announcing that he would not be seeking a 
second year as mayor, as is the norm, Mr Woodman 
told me he felt slightly embarrassed at the centre’s 
opening ceremony, although he conceded it was a 
great day for Seaton with Princess Anne in atten¬ 
dance. 

In announcing his resignation from the council, 
Mr Woodman told our reporter: “You can only bang 
your head against a wall so many times!” 

He is also upset over the resignation of much- 


admired town clerk Chris Drake, who has accepted 
a position with another authority. 

Although Mr Drake is remaining tight lipped over 
why he has decided to move on, Mr Woodman says 
the town clerk had no choice as he was treated 
badly by a number of councillors. He says this was 
a major reason why he decided not to remain as the 
council chairman for a second year. 

After getting on an even keel following a number 
of years in which Seaton council seemed to lurch 
from one controversy to another, it’s unfortunate 
that once again the town should find itself in this 
position. 

Clearly, new mayor Marcus Hartnell has a difficult 
few weeks ahead of him. 

■ THIS weekend, in town and village throughout 
Pulman’s Country, the people of East Devon and 
South Somerset will be raising a glass or two to Her 
Majesty The Queen on the occasion of her 90th 
birthday. 

Numerous events have been organised through¬ 
out the area to celebrate this wonderful achieve¬ 
ment. 

Even those who are not rabid royalists will con¬ 
cede, I am sure, that our longest reigning monarch 
deserves a tipple or two herself.

SIDMOUTH 
Conservation group 
objects to Knowle 
development plans 

CONSERVATION group SAVE Britain's Heritage 
has submitted its objection to PegasusLife's plan 
for 115 apartments at the Knowle site in Sid- 
mouth, saying the loss of the building and sur¬ 
rounding area is a ‘devastating blow to the 
history and character of Sidmouth.' 

The national organisation, which has been de¬ 
scribed as the most influential conservation 
group to have been established in the last 100 
years, has written to East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil's planning department objecting to the plan to 
demolish the 19th century council offices and 
building a new housing complex on the site. 

The letter from SAVE reads: 1 ‘Despite declining to 
list The Knowle in 2012, [government body] His¬ 
toric England acknowledged that both the house 
and the park are of ‘clear local interest' and are 
‘evidently highly valued by the local community.' 

Meanwhile the Save Our Sidmouth campaign 
group has formally submitted their views to 
EDDC over the planning application for the 
Knowle site. SOS laid out their objection in ten 
points including appearance, changes from the 
Local Plan and parking. 


Facelift for 
hospital garden 

A £15,000 to £20,000 project will revitalise a part 
of Crewkerne Hospital. 

The League of Friends of Crewkerne Hospital 
are planning to carry out a major facelift to the 
patients' inner courtyard garden. 

The aim of the project is to provide a new non-slip 
floor, raised flower beds, furniture and ornaments. 

League of Friends chairman Ron Bond said: ‘ ‘We 
couldn't do it without the wholehearted support 
of the people of Crewkerne.''

OTTERY St MARY 

Slade Farm homes 
appeal denied 

AN application for 52 homes at Slade Farm has 
had its appeal turned down, much to the delight 
of local residents and the town council. 

Blue Cedar Homes' development has been one 
of the most divisive applications over recent 
years with the Ottery public packing town and 
district planning meetings to voice their disap¬ 
proval of the plans. 

Cllr Roger Giles praised the decision and the 
town's people for their hard work. 

“Many people will be very pleased, and also re¬ 
lieved, at the decision. I would like to offer my con¬ 
gratulations and thanks to the many local people 
who took the time to oppose this damaging plan¬ 
ning application." 


CHARD 

Schoolboy hailed a 
hero after finding 
missing man 

A LOCAL schoolboy is being hailed a hero after 
finding missing Chard man Vasco Manuel Macedo. 

Police announced on the night of Thursday, 
June 2nd that Vasco, 38, who had been missing 
for a week, had been found safe and well. 

It has since emerged that seven-year-old 
Connor MacDonald found Vasco - who has 
learning difficulties - sleeping rough in a hide¬ 
away in a hedge area of Stringfellow Park. 

The police's concerns were heightened when 
they said that, although Vasco was 38, the inves¬ 
tigation was more akin to that of a ‘ ‘missing child'' 
because he had the mind of a 13-year-old, could 
not speak English and would be very afraid. 


HONITON 
Business move 
makes way for 
starter homes 

HONITON has been chosen for a national pilot 
scheme to build high quality starter homes avail¬ 
able for local residents. 

Initial suggestions being put forward by the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA) include 
around 30 two-bedroom starter homes with gar¬ 
dens and car parking at the 1.6-acre town centre 
site in Honiton. The scheme has only been possi¬ 
ble after local firm Halse of Honiton announced 
they were relocating to purpose-built premises 
at Daisy Mount, near Exeter. 

The Mayor of Honiton, Councillor Caroline Kolek, 
said: “Low cost housing is desperately needed for 
first time buyers in Honiton. I fully support the 
development of brownfield sites."

ing shops. 

He said: “Signage around the 
town is another matter that has 
frustrated me for a long time. 

“It has been talked about for years 
and when things started to move all 
some town councillors did was 
form yet another working party. 

“We are still waiting for the signs 
to direct visitors around the town. 

“I don’t think I have ever come 
across a council so keen on setting 
up working parties. 

“I’ve always believed the place to 
discuss things is in public in the 
council chamber. 

“The town centre pedestrianisa- 
tion issue is one I have been calling 
for action on for years, but all there 
has been is empty promises and a 
lack of enthusiasm by some town 
councillors to do anything about it. 

“It is also obvious that Seaton can 
expect very little from the district 
council in the near future. 

“Having spent millions on the 
Jurassic Centre the council has 
made it clear that its efforts will 
now be focused elsewhere. 

“We will have to really fight for 


what we need from now on.” 

When declaring he would not 
seek a second term as mayor, he 
said he would be better positioned 
to represent the people of Seaton 
from the backbenches on the town 
council. 

But that won’t be the case follow¬ 
ing his resignation. 

Mr Woodman explained: “Re¬ 
signing was not an easy decision to 
make and I thought long and hard 
about it. 

“There will be those who will say 
I should have stayed and fought 
from inside. 

“I have tried but I don’t believe in 
wasting my time. I will, however, 
continue to fight for what I believe. 

“I don’t need the title of council¬ 
lor to do that. 

“To anyone who thinks I have let 
them down by resigning I apologise 
but I didn’t see any alternative. 

“I’ve always believed that if you 
stop enjoying something then it’s 
time to get out. 

“Being mayor of this wonderful 
town last year was a great honour 
and one I thoroughly enjoyed but 
being chairman of the council is an¬ 


other kettle of fish completely and 
not one I felt I could even consider 
for a second time. 

“Some councillors seem to think 
they can do just what they want and 
I suspect will continue to do so.” 

Mr Woodman, who used to be a 
town centre trader, hinted he may 
set up a pressure group, saying: “I 
now believe my energies will be 
better used outside the council. 

“The town’s traders need support 
and I think a pressure group of 
traders and residents working to¬ 
gether could be the way forward to 
fight for what is needed. 

“At least, with a pressure group 
their voice would be heard and if 
it’s loud enough it cannot be ig¬ 
nored. 

“We need to safeguard our town 
centre and those working in it. 

“A united group can challenge 
Devon County Council, the district 
council and the town council. After 
all, we are the ratepayers. 

“It’s time for the town to unite. 
Let’s work together.” 

Seaton mayor Marcus Hartnell 
confirmed the resignation, but did 
not comment as such. 
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Colyton tradesmen on 1,000 mile bike challenge 


FOUR Colyton tradesmen set 
off on a sponsored cycle ride 
from John O'Groats in the far 
north east of Scotland back 
south to Land's End in Corn¬ 
wall - a journey just short of 
1,000 miles - on May 30th. 

Drainage engineer Dave Sel- 
ley, electrician Matt Craker, 
builder Doug Board, and 
plumber Ian ‘Pipes' Woodhall 
are aiming to cover 70 to 80 
miles a day for 13 days, and 
hope to arrive at Land's End 
mid-morning on Sunday, June 
12th. 

They are raising funds for 
FORCE, a local cancer charity 


based in Exeter at the RD&E 
Hospital. 

The ‘boys', with a combined 
age of well in excess of 200 
years, have been training hard 
on the road and have done 
some charity rides but none of 
them have embarked on any¬ 
thing like this before. 

Inspired by friends who com¬ 
pleted the ride last year, whilst 
talking in a pub one night these 
unlikely cyclists decided it 
would be a good idea to take on 
the challenge. 

At this time they had not re¬ 
alised how much was involved - 
arranging time off work, trans¬ 


port and accommodation - and 
they're very grateful to their 
wives and friends for helping 
plan the whole thing and pro¬ 
viding the back-up needed..

Mr Pritchard said: “Peco is 
now coming into its third gen¬ 
eration (of family ownership) 
and that is something to be very 
proud of. We are continuing to 
invest in different things for the 
Peco group of companies, not 
just in what the pubic might see 
but also in our manufacturing 
process. 

“We are the largest manufac¬ 
turer of model railway track in 
the world and no other firm 


makes such a huge variety as 
us.” 

It was Michael’s father Syd¬ 
ney Pritchard, who had a life¬ 
long interest in model railways 
and engineering, who founded 
the company in 1946 with its 
initial operation in Bransc- 
ombe. 

It then moved its headquarters 
to Seaton and when the town 
council proved reluctant to ac¬ 
commodate Sydney’s plans to 
establish a bigger operation he 
opted to move to Beer. 

“Axminster District Council 
owned the land and originally it 
was ear-marked for an old 
folks’ home but being up the 
hill that wasn’t very practical,” 
added Michael. 

“My father was offered the 
land but initially thought there 
was no way he could build on 
the side of a hill but he then got 
a quote of £500 from Parsons 
earth movers in Axminster to 
level the ground and he went 
with that.” 

As well as developing into a 
global leader in the model rail¬ 
way market producing 3,000 
products and exporting to 33 
countries, Peco also publishes 
two respected specialist maga¬ 
zines - Railway Modeller and 
Continental Modeller - and has 
developed the popular tourist 


attraction of Pecorama incorpo¬ 
rating the magnificent gardens 
and the Beer Heights Light 
Railway. 

The company now employs 
130 full-time workers, which 
swells in the busy summer sea¬ 
son, and Michael ushered in the

5 TIPS 


FOR MAKING YOUR 
HOME MORE SELLABLE 


1. IF your kitchen units 
have seen better days and 
you don't want to go to the expense and hassle 
of replacing them, give them an instant 
makeover by changing the doors and drawer 
fronts. This will transform the kitchen 
and needn't be too expensive - B&Q 
(www.diy.com), for example, has a big range 
of affordable unit doors and drawer fronts, 
many available in store. If the units aren't 
standard sizes or you want a more affordable 
option, simply paint the doors and drawer 
fronts to give them a new look, or glue thin 
MDF to the front to change the style and then 
paint them. 

2. Cluttered kitchens aren't a selling point. If 
lack of worktop space is a problem, think about 
how you can make what you have go further. 
Use microwave brackets to get your microwave 
off the worktop, or fit nice wall shelves to 
declutter the worktop. In a small kitchen, a 
hinged wall-hung table will give you more 
work space and somewhere to eat. If your 
kitchen has highish ceilings and you're happy 


to change the wall units, 
tall ones provide extra 
storage. Failing that, stack attractive baskets or 
boxes on top of the existing wall units to make 
the most of the space, but don't store anything 
heavy up there. 

3. Somewhere to shower is essential for most 
buyers and if your bathroom doesn't have a 
shower, it may be letting you down. There's an 
inexpensive answer - replace the bath taps with 
bath-shower mixer taps, which are bath taps 
with a shower hose and head. As long as your 
bath is suitable for showering and the water 
pressure is good, all you need is a bath screen 
or shower curtain, plus a riser rail on the wall 
to hold the shower head, and you have a shower 
that should add value and make your home 
more sellable. 

4. Grubby tile grout makes kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms look grotty. White grout is easily marked 
by cooking splashes, shampoo, shower gel and 
the like, but there is a quick and easily solution 
- steam-clean it. Use a steam cleaner and your 
grout should soon look like new.

5. If you're selling your home, giving tired 
walls and woodwork a fresh coat or two of 
paint will make a big difference to any room, 
but especially the kitchen and bathroom 
because they're key rooms. Make sure you use 
a scrubbable paint so it stays looking good - 
special kitchen and bathroom emulsions are de¬ 
signed to withstand things like mould and 
steam and are available in all sorts of colours 
these days. 

HOW-TO TIP 

GROUTING tiles can be tricky because if you 
leave the excess grout on too long, it can be 
hard to remove, but if you wipe the tiles clean 
too soon after grouting, you can remove more 
than just the excess. Wait a few minutes after 
you've applied the grout and then wipe off the 
excess diagonally to minimise dislodging the 
grout from between the tiles. Use an abrasive 
sponge (make sure it's white if you're using pale 
grout) so you can scrub off the excess easily, 
and use the back of the sponge (the non-abra¬ 
sive side) to smooth over the grout lines as you 
go, which saves having to go over them with a 
grout-finishing tool afterwards. Once dry, the 
tiles will be smeary from grouting - unless the 
grout is particularly hard, the easiest way to 
clean this off is by buffing with a dry cloth.

weekend after making a stunning debut in the British trials 
race the previous weekend in the Lake District. 

In his first mountain race Smith, who trains with Axe Val¬ 
ley Runners and is also a member of the N1 Tri Club cover¬ 
ing East Devon, finished an amazing fourth in the under 20 
men’s race to secure his pace in the team and his first GB 
vest. 

“I just did not expect to do that well in the trials race,” said 
Smith. 

“When I got up there and saw the sort of runners I was up 
against, people who run all the time in the mountains and 
fells, I knew it was going to be very difficult. 

“But I kept on moving through and on the last downhill I 
knew I had a chance of winning my first GB vest and I threw 
myself down it. 

“It will be awesome to run for Great Britain for the first 
time especially in Olympics year.” 

It was Smith’s coach Kirk Salmon who suggested Smith 
give the event a try and the family made a weekend of it to 
make the trip - which included a 10-slog through heavy traf¬ 
fic to reach the Lake District. 

Smith found himself up against experienced fell runners 
and didn’t even have specialist shoes instead relying on his 
normal road running shoes to carry him through. 

“Wherever I run around here is hilly so that helps,” added 
Smith, who won the Grizzly Cub race earlier this year. 

“I also swim and cycle for triathlon and that has helped 
build up my leg muscles. It was still very tough but I really 
enjoyed it and I am just so please to have done so well and 
to win my first GB vest.” 

Salmon was full of praise for Smith and reckons he may 
have even created a little slice of Devon athletics history. 

“I can’t recall anyone from Devon before who has gone up 
to the fells and won a place in the British team for a major 
championships like this,” said Salmon.
